Amend the amendment by inserting after section 1 the following:

‘Sec. 2 Noticeregarding water activities. Resolved: That the Department of Health and
Human Services shall adopt rulesthat require afamily child care provider or child carefacility that offers
water activities without a lifeguard on duty to provide written notice to the parent or guardian of every
child who participates in water activities that there will not be alifeguard on duty.

Rules adopted pursuant to this section are routine technical rules as defined in the Maine Revised
Statutes, Title 5, chapter 375, subchapter 2-A.’

SUMMARY

This amendment requires the Department of Health and Human Services, in its rulemaking, to
require a licensed child care facility and certified family child care provider that offers water activities
either at apool or in open water to notify in writing the parent or guardian of a child who participatesin
water activities that there will not be alifeguard on duty.
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
